TOLD HARD LUCK STORIES 


Once Represented Himself as Dr. 
Porcher, of Charleston, and 
Borrowed Lots of Coin—He 
Was Neatly Trapped 
in New York. 


New York, November 26.—The police of 
the West Sixty-eighth street station say 
they have in custody a swindler, who 
or more than a year has been vietimis- 
physicians and surgeons throughout 
the eastern states. The man who was 
arrested today 2 himself as Wil- 
Ham A. Ferguson, fifty-nine years old, 
living at the Capitol hotel, Bowery. He 
is of Irish birth and says he is a physi- 
cian. * 
Ferguson called today on Dr. Willam 
Polk, at No. 7 East Thirty- sixth street. 
and told a touching story about having 
lost his wife, two children and all his 
property in the Galveston storm and 
flood. He asked for ald and would prob- 
ably have got it, as he reported himselt 
as an unfortunate physician, had not 
Dr. Polk remembered having received a 
call a year ago from Ferguson. He fur- 
ther remembered that at that time his 
visitor said he had lost all he had in a 
fire in Michigan. 
Dr. Polk then went to his phone and 
called up a number of his personal friends 
and told them to beware of Ferguson. 
Dr. Jarman, of Thirty-sixth street, was 
one of those communicated with and 
shortly after he received the telephone 
message Dr. Villiam A. Ferguson“ was 
announced. Dr. Jarman received Fergu- 
gon and again the Galveston flood story 
was told and, in further plea, Ferguson 
produced a letter bearing Dr. Polk's 
name and which said the bearer was a 
worthy man who deserved help. Dr. 
Jarnan retired to a back room, marked 
a one dollar bill and on his return gave 
it to his visitor who left after profusely 
thanking the physician. When Ferguson 
left Dr. Jarman's house he was followed 
‘by the doctor, who, before they had gone 
far called upon a policeman to arrest 
the man. At the station house the po- 
lice at once remembered a marked copy 
of The Medical Record dated November 
24, 1900, which read:

The White Rivers once occupied the terri- 
tory which they have now invaded. In 
the past the Indian agents have kept the 
White Rivers on the reservation because 
of the bitter feeling of the tribe toward 
the whites who, they claim, took posses- 
sion of lands belonging to them without 
right or treaty. It is reported that even 
a larger number of Indians than the 500 
previously reported have left the reser- 
vation and are slaughtering hundreds of 
deer in the vicinity of the Yama and 
White rivers. 

Commissioner Johnson will station pick- 
ets at the state line to prevent the pass- 
ing of the Indian pack trains with their 
tons of plunder from the state. He is de- 
termined to arrest some of the In&ans 
with game in their possession, if possi- 
ble, in order to have the laws regard- 
ing Indian raids tested. 

Governor Thomas today received a com- 
munication from Secretary of the Inte- 
rior Hitchcock at Washington, statin 
in substance that the department ha 
sent its Indian agent to scour northweat- 
ern Colorado for marauding Indians, but 
had failed to und one. There was a hint 
in the communication that this would 
officially end the correspondence so far 
as the government was concerned. 

Instead of pacifying the governor, it had 
a tendency to make thins more vigorous in 
his appli.ation of the state law. He 
claims to have a dozen reports from as 
many different men proving conclusively 
that the Indians have slaughtered over 
00 deer in Routt and Rio Blanca counties. 

Fort Yates, N. D., November 26.--The 
Indians have accepted philosophically the 
recommendation of Commiesſoner Jones 
that thelr rations be immediately stop- 

’ That hundreds will starve slowlr 
to death is a foregone conclusion. Their 
condition ia pitiable; their crops were a 
total failure and their rations are just 
enough to keep them alive. This reser- 
vation is totally unfit for anything but 
2 and the Indians can never sup- 
port themselves by farming. rhite men 
can get all the white labor they want, 
and on the reservation, outside of govern- 
ment freighting, there is nothing for the 
Indians to da. They are in a position 
to take care of cattle, and as herdsmen 
are a success. A small monthly ration 
during the winter is necessary for a few 
years. :

In the matter of compensation, Georgia's 
fourth-class postmasters are not nearly 
so fortunate as those of most of the 
other states. This is because the com- 
pensation of fourth-class post masters is 
based upon the receipts of the offices. 
Georgia is forty-sixth in the Ust of 
states and territories in this matter of 
ccempensation, the average amount earn- 
ed by the fourth-class postmasters being 
$109.04. 


The gross receipts of the Georgia post- 
offices, presidential and fourth-class, 
for the year under consideration were 
$1,314,690. 25. 

The total number of postoffices being 
2. 764, Georgia ranks the tenth state; but 
in the matter of the average amount ex- 
pended for postal service per capita as 
indicated by the total of gross receipts, 
Georgia is forty-fourth of the states and 
territories. The average amount expend- 


ed per capita for postal service in Geor- 


gia as shown by this able is 50 cents. 
South Carolina is lowest in this table, 
with an average expenditure per capita 
of 37 cents. Mississippi, Alabama, North 
Curolina, Arkansas, Alaska and Indian

The District of Columbia ranks first, 
with an average amount expended per 
capita of $2.51. New York is second, with 
a total of gross receipts at posioffices of 
$17,415,297.26, which is an averige per 
capita of 2.0.

CONCERT 


AT GRAND LAST NIGHT 


There wis some doubt before the con- 
Cert lust night, which opened the con- 
cert association's season of 1900-1901, ax to 
whether the engagement of the Spliering 
quartet as a ‘first night“ attraction was 
a fortunate one, since the acoustics of 
the Grand are well known to be unfavor- 
able to the performance of cnamber mu- 
sic. The large audience was agreeably 
disappointed, therefore, when they heard 
to good advantage beautiful music prac- 
tically all of whose delicacy and tonal 
detail were excellently preserved, even 
in parts of the house that usually receive 
music in somewhat dissipated form. 

The programme wag very happy in se- 
lection, the Mozart, Tchaikowsky and 
Doorak quartets being just about as con- 
trasting as possible in content, mood and 
treatment, and all beautiful. Chamber 
music is at all times difficult of per- 
formance such as to satisfy, It is so un- 


compromising in itself and in its demand 


upon the musicians. presenting it. It 
must be all or nothing. Mediocrity is im- 
possible, for if it is bed at all it is very 
bad indeed. If it is good, though; if the 
compositions are worthy ones and the mu- 
sicians as reverently regard them as did 
the musicians of last night, then the 
music is the unadulterated and aristo- 
cratic joy it should be. No music lover, 
then, can miss some pleasure in it and 
— the cultured it is the noblest recrea- 
tion. 

There were many people in the audi- 
ence last night who could answer its 
strongest appeal—that to the mentaliy 
aristocratic; but it pleased, too, the other 
larger part of the house, and while there 
was not much enthusjasm, there was 
cordiality and evident énjoyment. 

The Mozart quartet played last night 


was Mosart’s typical expression—that of 
a simple eloquence, a tenderness and an 
exquisite idea of tone combination that 
animated with purest music the strictest 
formal clothing. With no previous 
knowledge of Mosart, it would be natural 
after hearing last night's quartet to 
ascribe’ these qualities to his work as 
typical. 

The “Andante Funebre e Doloroso'' from 
Techaikowsky's E flat minor quartet, op. 
30, contrasted weil in ith somber hue with 
the cheerful coloring of the first. Heavl- 
ness and sorrow that did not lapse into a 
drag made the listener thoughtful, but 
this was hardly as significant in idea as 
the conception of the first beautiful num- 
ber. The Doorak music, a littlé wilder—or 
rather less reposeful; there was never 
any exciting element in the music—was 
delightful and served to show the artistic 
accomplishment of some very pretty 
technicalities. It is hardly necessary to 
dwell upon the neatness and precision 
and the wonderful smoothness of scale 
and every interval. All these things and 
others are but incidentals that decide 
whether the music was beautiful or 
worthless, and since it was beautiful 
these characteristics of treatment could 
not be lacking. 

Mr. Spiering, whose programme ar- 
nounced a Larghetto by Nardini and a 
Wieniawski polonaise, was obliged to 
chanse his numbers on account of the 
high pitch of the piano, which could 
not be used for accompaniment. He 
played a Bach prelude with strength that

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SECRETARY LONG RECOUNTS THE 
WORK OF NAVY DURING YEAR 


Washington, November %.—(Special.)— 
Secretary of the Navy Long has just com- 
pleted his annual report for the year 1900, 
The paper is a lengthy one and reviews 
that department of the government thor- 
oughly and fully. Among other things, it 


says: 
THE NAVY PERSONNEL. 

The need of officers for sea duty is steadily 
growing, and at times the department is se- 
riously embarrassed by lack of necessary of- 
ficers to properly man vessels reguired for 
immediat> service 

need will be still greater when vessels 
authdérized or building are completed and 
ready for commission. The report of the bu- 
reau of navigation represents that it should 
be impossible at the present time to man our 
available fleet were an emergency to occur 
demanding such action. Attention is earnestly 
invited to the detailed suggestions of this re- 
port and to the statement that with the com- 
pletion of vessels now under consideration an 
immediate increase will be needed in the en- 
listed force of not less than 5.000 men. 

For many years it has been found difficult 
to enlist a sufficient number of the seamen 
class to supply the demand. To obviate this 
difficulty the department decided to train its 
own seamen from raw material, and during 
the past year has assigned five vessels to the 
special duty of fitting landsmen between the 
ages of twenty-one and twenty-six for the 
higher naval ratings. 

This method differs from that of the ap- 
prentice system, in that it opens the door tn 
the enlistment and immediate training of young 
men who poasess little or no nautical knowledge 
or sea experience, and gives them an opportun- 
ity to acquire the habit of the sea and a 
know led of the practical mechanical appli- 
ances which are found on board the modern 
man of war. Thie has been carried out dur- 
ing the past year to a greater degree than 
ever before, and the experiment has been 
successful.

— June !@th last the department gave no- 
tice throughout the country, by public adver- 
tisement. for bids for armor, naming August 
Tae , for opening them.

Company. limited, of Pittsburg, Pu.; the Heth- 
lehem Steel Comvany, of South Bethlehem.

ecale of bide for varying quantities, qualifying 
their bids with a statement that none were to 
be considered unless the epmpany received an 
order for 20,000 to deliveries to commence 
in twenty-#ix month. 

The armor firat required—namely, 7,260 tons 
for the Maine class of battleships now under 
constructfon—manifestly could not be procured 
from the Midvale Steel Company, as it has ho 
armor plant, and the department could not wait 
twenty-six months for first deliveries, which 
was probably sooner than they could have been 
made. While, therefore, tne Midvale Steel 
Company was the lowest bidder, its bid could 
not be availed of with respect to the armor 
required for the Maine class. Its bid was, 
however, practicable for armor other than 
that thus required; but if an award to that 
company were made the bids of the Carnegie 
and Bethlehem companies would necessarily, 
under the conditions accompanying them, be 
lost to the department. 

Hence the only way to obtain armor for the 
Maine class, under the bids as submitted, was 
to make an award of all the armor to the 
Carnegie and Bethlehem companies, which 
were the highest bidders, or to give it all to 
the Midvale Company, and wait until the lat- 
ter company could produce it. Neither of 
these alternatives was expedient, and conse- 
quently all the bids were rejected. 

Notwithstanding these facts, the department, 
in view of the good standing of the Midvale 
Steel Company and the fact that it was the 
lowest bidder, was dis to award to it 
some of the armor not required for a consider- 
able time, if satisfactory arrangements could 

made with :t as to quantity and price, and 
with the other bidders as to supplying the re- 
mainder. To this end a call was issued for a 
conference of the three companies with the 
department, to take place October 2d, They 
all announced their intention to be present.

The Kru process involves the 
Harvey patent, the validity of whkh ia now 
under consideration by the courts; and it is 
further agreed that the government will assume 
in addition any lability for the Krupp pro- 
cess not exceeding £5, or $24.32 a ton for 
Krupp royalty, and not exceeding $11.20 for 
Harvey royalty.

The bid of the above companies for this class 
of armor was $490, and the price originally 
anked $545. 

‘The Midvale Company some time ago with- 
drew its bid, but it would have been unable 
in any event to furnish armor in due season 
for the Maine class of battleship. Had it not 
withdrawn its bid, it is probable that some 
arrangement might have n made for the 
distribution amo the three companies of 
the manufacture of the armor other than that 
of the Maine class. Its ud, however, was of 
value in enabling the department to secure the 
above large reduction.

STATE NAVAL MILITIA. 

The department last year gave the various

to be of practical use on our naval vessels.

NATIONAL NAVAL RESERVE. 

Although the seafaring class of our people is 
a comparatively large one, it is not now 
brought intc touch with the naval service and 
the navy department in time of peace in such 
manner as to instruct and prepare any part of 
it for assistance to the regular service in case 
of a sudden outbreak of war. Means should 
be provided to this end, and the matter shouid 
receive the immediate attention of congresr 
and provision made, ds recominended in my 
last annual report, for enrolling, in addition 
to the naval militia, which is an organization 
of the states and under heir regulation, a

shall be under the call and genacral direction 
of the navy department.

TRANS-PACIFIC TELEGRAPH SUBMARINE 

SURVEY. 


The survey by the United States steamshi 
Nero for a trans-Pacific submarine telegra 
cable between Honolulu and the Philippine 
islands has been completed. The survey de- 
veloped the fact that an almost level plane of 
soft mud, at a general depth of about 2.700 
fathoma, extends from Honolulu to the Midway 
islands, affording an excellent route for a sub- 
marine telegraph cable; that between the Mid- 
way islands and Guam another lewel plane 
from 3, 100 to 3,200 fathoms deep is found, 
but is broken at intervals by reefs and occa- 
sionally by submarine mountain ranges. The 
frst thousand miles from the Midway islands, 
with the excéption of one isolated peak not far 
from Ocean island, rising to within eighty- 
1 of the surface, is substantially 

vel. 

Among the interesting discoveries made in 
the course of this survey was that of an ocean 
abyss, the dee known, which was found 
to the eastward of the islands of the Ladrone 
group, and near the parallel of Guam. Here 
were made the deepest ocean soundings ever 
recorded, the greatest depth reached being 
6.269 fathoms, or sixty-six feet less than six 
statute miles. 

The object of the expedition, which was the 
discovery of a satisfactory route for an all- 
American cable connecting the Pacific coast 
with the outlying island possessions of the 
United States in the Pacific, was accomplished, 
the reports of the soundings and of the char- 
acter of the bottom showing that such a route 
exists

CONSOLIDATION OF BUREAUS. 

The recommendation heretofore made that 
the organization of the navy department be 
simplified by the consolidation of the three 
bureaus of construction and repair, steam en- 
gineering and equipment is renewed. Under 
the present system, from the inception of its 
design until completed and placed in commis- 
sion, the plans and specifications of a neval 
vessel are in the hands of three bureaus, each 
with a distinct organization, each having ex- 
clusive jurisdiction within certain lines, and all 
charged with tue duty of carrying on work 
within, but not beyond, their respective pro- 
vinces, as nearly as may be at the same time. 

Such a systerr is, in practical administration, 
cumbrous and expensive, and from its very 
nature tends to develop controversies respect- 
ing the scope of each bureau's duties and to 
occasion friction, delay, and want of 
in doing whatever approaches border lines of 
jurisdiction. It is to the credit of the officers 
in charge of the bureaus concerned that work 
upon ships now under construction has been 
carried on without more friction; but the sys- 
tem itself is none the lesa objectionable, and 
is a source of inconvenience, delay, largely 
increased cost and occasional ~ »nfusion.

The New Irish Move. 
Under the leadership of Mr. William 
O’Brien, whose candidates were almost 
all elected from Ireland in the recent 
parliamentary election, a new plan of 
campaign is proposed which is bound 
to attract attention.

For a few days it will 
be regarded as a joke, then it will be- 
come serious when it is found to be the 
deliberate protest of several million 
subjects, 

Meanwhile the convention will be in 
session in Dublin. What good? Well, 
about as much good as being in Lon- 
don. In pariiament they are not list- 
ened tc, their votes are outnumbered 
and their compliance with the royal 
command to be in attendance is inter- 
preted as acquiescence. They could 
only talk London, and they can do 
that quite well in Dublin and get 
much more attention.

Daniel Webster will be held in re- 
membrance as long as people reverence 
eloquence and intellect.

But, as 
Dr. Curry says, his name was not bheip- 
fully identified with any great move- 
ment of his day. 

Horace Mann did not have that 
splendid gift of tongue. He could not 
sway the emotions of an audience as he 
pleased for hour after hour. But he 
could impart the knowledge he pos- 
sessed to others. He was master of 
the art of organization, and he knew 
just how to piant the seed which in 
future years should bear mental fruit 
of a hundredfold. 

What is this quiet yet forceful man's 
heritage? Not a high place in the hall 
of celebrities, it may be said. Mut bet- 
ter still, to aim belongs the credit ot 
the quickening of intellect which bas 
gained for Massachusetts a foremost 
position in the list of states. It has 
truthfully been said that the schoo) 
teacher has in his charge, to a great 
degree, the making of the child. The 
latter attends school at an age when 
the mind is quick to grasp and assim- 
late knowledge, and it is during this 
formative period that possibilities will 
be turned into powers or stunted by 
reckless or unwise training. 

Is not the man, then, who cons¢t- 
entiously shapes the minds of coming 
citizens and who elaborates a science 
by which this may best be accomplish- 
ed, of more benefit to his country than 
he who tickles their intellectual pal- 
ates but for a little } while?

President Hall Extends an Invitation

In response to an invitation from Presi- 
dent Lyman Hall, the appropriations com- 
mittee of the house visited the Technolog- 
ical school yesterday afternoon and made 
a thorough inspection of all the depart- 
ments.

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The resignation was not unexpected, as 
members of the church had been endeav- 
oring for several months to secure the 
withdrawal of the pastor and avert what 
they believed to be a threatened disrup- 
tion of the Jones avenue church. 

When Dr. L. G. Broughton, by propos- 
ing to abandon the Jones avenue church, 
caused a split in the congregation in Feb- 
ruary, 1899, about 300 members of the 
congregation refused to join the new Tab- 
ernacle Baptist church and continued the 
Jones avenue Baptist church organisza- 
tion. In June of the same year Rev. 
C. W. Durden, ef Montezuma, Ga., war 
called to the pastorate. He accepted and 
beran his duties on September 1, 1899. 

The first trouble was caused by a fe- 
vival and commenced within a rew days 
after Mr. Durden began hia pastorate 
It appears from what members of the 
congregation say that the church was 
very anxious for a revival. Finally Mr. 
Durden consented to begin one and he 
continued it for about four or five days. 
He then announced that it was necessary 
for him to leave the city. Later it is 
na the members of the church found 
that he had left the city for the purpose 
of officiating at the wedding of Dr. Mar- 
Rall. 

A few days later, it is said, Mr. Dur- 
den announced that he would go to Quit- 
man, Ga., for two weeks to assist in a 
revival that was being conducted by Rev. 
Wolsey Cawthorn. The members of his 
congregation did not want him to go, and 
it la said that J. H. Harwell, the coun- 
climan, who was at the time the chairman 
of the board of deacons, chairman of the 
finance committee and superintendent of 
the Sunday school, told the pastor that 
if he Intended leaving the church at that 
time he might as well resign. 

An open breach is sald to dave occurred 
between the pastor and the deacon at 
that time, and it continue for almost a 
year. Several months ago the pastor went 
to his home in Montezuma for a vacation: 
While there, ft is said, Clerk Taylor, of 
the church, wrote him that Mr. Harwell 
had made a canvass of the church for 
the purpose of seeing how many would 
vote to request the resignation of the 
pastor. Mr. Harwell’s friends deny that 


When Mr. Durden returned to the city 
the old trouble is said to have commenced 
again, and finally resulted in the with- 
drawal of Mr. Harwell, at his own re- 
quest, from the board of deacons and 
from the finance committee. 

At a recent conference of the church 
the portion of the congregation that sided 
with the pastor—two factions had grown 
up in the church because of the differ- 
ences—asked that six new deacons be 
elected. This was done and a new chair- 
man for the board was selected. George 
Payne was given the position. 

When the board of deacons mot one 
week from last night the pastor appear- 
ed and announced that he wished to pre- 
fer charges against Mr, Harwell. He is

Four Negroes Arrested and Two Are 
Bound Over—Money Was in 
a Purse. 

‘Ransom Kitchen and Warren Kitchen, 
both colored, were bound over to the 
criminal superior court yesterday by Jus- 
tice J. G. Bloodworth on a charge of lar- 
ceny from the house. The bond for each 
was Axed at $900. 
The case in which the two Kitchens 
figured was a peculiar one. The prose- 
cutor was John . Marcy, who charged 
that on Friday of last week he engaged 
a negro to. transfer his furniture from 
a house in the city to one in the suburbs. 
The next day the two Kitchens, father 
and son, and John King and William 
Newton, all negroes, appeared at the 
house with two furniture wagons. 

In one of the rooms Mrs. Marcy had 
left her pocket book containing $25 in a 
chair with her wrap. Several of the men 
set to work loading the wagons and af- 
ter both were ready to depart Mr. Marcy 
discovered that his wife’s purse was 
missing. He called the negroes back and 
told them of the loss, stating that unless 
the missing pocket book was forthcom- 
ing he would have them all arrested. 

Before the loss was discovered one of 
the men had left the party and started 
toward the center of town. The three 
others were arrested and searched, but 
nd pocket book was found. Subsequently 
the purse was discovered in a back room, 
but it had been rified and thrown aside.

The retired physician was in a taika- 
tive humor yesterday.

It in now being criti- 
cised at the north, because in the recent 
rush at the Maosachusetts Institute of 
Technology ove of the participants wae 
killed. President Pritchett has made & 
statement relative to the tragedy, in 
which he describes the cane rush. The 
president $a) s: a 

„ne cane rum of last Thursday was 
the firet I had ever eeen. It was carried 
out in the following .manner: 

„The cane, which is a strong oak 
stick about four feet long, with a knob 
at each end, was placed in the custody 
of the freshmen. Six or eight of the 
strongest men in the class grasped it 
firmly. Around these a small circle of 
the most athletic freshmen was formed 
with hands clasped and facing outward 
Concentric circles of freshmen were add- 
ed until perheps 150 had been formed in- 
to a campact circular mass. Outside of 
this guard, formed to defend the cane, 
forty or fifty freshmen operated in de- 
tached wings to interfere with the sopho- 
mores in their attack. 

‘‘ These latter formed at the other end 
of the grounds in two flying wedge" 


which dmultaneously flung themselves 


upon the mass of freshmen in the effort 
to breck up their formation and reach 
the cane. After the first three minutes 
all that one could @istinguish was one 
mass of struggiing students. At the end 
of fifteen minutes a p'stol shot gave tlie 
signal for a cessation of the struggle; 
the nimber of hards on the cane was 
ccunted and the class to which the larger 
number belonged was declared winner. 
Young Mocre was an unusually strong 
fellow. For this reason, and on account 
of his interest in the cane rush, he was 
chosen as one of those to hold the ¢ane. 
At some time during the struggle he was 
caught in such a way as to receive a 
pewerful wrench, which, as the autopsy 
showed, dislocated his neck. His death 
was probably instantaneous. These, so 
far as I have been able to learn them, 
are the facts. , 

There are two objections to the cane 
rush. as thus carried out, either one of 
which is sufficient to banish it from col- 
lege sports. It is not a game of sail, 
and cannot be played under definite rules, 
although upper classmen are supposed to 
quell fights. Under these conditions the 
intimate personal contact of the strug- 
gie has a strong tendency to lead up to 
rough play without the restraining influ- 
ence of football.

Stale Treasurer Secures Two 
Companies on His Bond 


UWELY QUESTION IS. UP 


Wecessity for Two Companies Caused 
by the Act of Last Legislature 
Reducing the Bond Des- 
posit of Surety Compa- 
nies to $25,000. 


State Treasurer Robert E. Park has 
made bond to the state in the sum of 
$300,000 as the result of an opinion fur- 
niered Governor Candler by Attorney Gen- 
eral Terrell to the effect that the bond of 
any one surety company should not be 
accepted alone under the new law. 

The Fidelity and Deposit Company, of 
Maryland, in which Treasurer Park was 
originally bonded to the extent of $200,000, 
the sum required by law, has ralsed a 
protest against the opinion that the bond 
of another company should be required 
and the question thus raised remains to 
be settled. 4 

The dond for the state treasurer signed 
by the Fidelity and Deposit Company of 
Maryland was refused by Governor 
Candler after consultation with the ai- 
torney general. This necessitated Treas- 
urer Park to secure the bond of a second 
company to dhe extent of $100,000, which 
that official did immediately, making the 
total amount of his bond $300,000. The ac- 
tion of the governor in refusing the bond 
contained no reflection either on the state 
treasurer or the surety company, but was 
held necessary as a result of the act 
paesed by the last legislature in which the 
bond deposit on surety companies was re- 
duced from $3,000 to $25,000. The point 
raised was that the surety company 
which was bonding a state official to the 
extent of $200,000 could be held by the 
state only for $26,000, or the amount of its 
bond deposit in the treasury. 

The bond. of Treasurer Park has been 
held up in this manner for several days 
and the latest development in the in- 
teresting case is the protest of the Fi- 
delity and Deposit Company against the 
necessity of requiring a second bond in 
addition to their own. 

Two Companies Are Necessary. 

Governor Candler has notified the Fi- 
delity and Deposit Company of Maryland 
that the company can reduce the amount
